Information on Interest of State for East-West contacts, recently presented an 
in New Soviet Exchanges aide-memoire to Soviet Ambassador Menshikov expressing 


the readiness of the United States to enter into negoti- 
ations to extend the U.S.-U.S.S.R. Exchange Agreement of January 27, 1958. (See this 
Bulletin, Vol. VII, No. 9.) The Department is, therefore, interested in receiving for con- 
sideration from private American organizations and institutions any proposals for exchanges 
with the Soviet Union that would be of interest to the academic community. 

All proposals for exchanges should contain as much pertinent detail as possible, such 
as the time of the visits of the American individuals or delegations to the Soviet Union 
and of the Soviet delegation or individuals to the United States, the proposed length of 
stay, the places that would be visited, the institutions in the United States that would 
be prepared to receive the Soviet visitors, the size of the visiting groups (and the 
members, if known), and the arrangements that will be made for financial support of the 
exchange. 

Negotiation of acceptable itineraries andother principal features of an exchange 
with the Soviets would be undertaken by the Department on the basis of prior agreement 
with the sponsoring institution. Special arrangements could be made in some cases for 
partial assumption of negotiating responsibilities by an institution although the Depart- 
ment would have to be kept closely informed under these exceptional arrangements. 

Proposals for academic exchanges in the natural sciences may not actually be in- 
cluded in a new exchange agreement, since they would fall within the terms of the proposed 
Bronk-Nesmeyanov agreement between the U.S. National Academy of Science and the Soviet 
Academy of Sciences. The latter agreement stems from Section IX of the present agree- 
ment which had provided for certain exchanges in the scientific field. Proposals of 
this type will also be submitted for review to the National Academy of Science. 

Previously, a few institutions have expressed an interest in having Soviet teachers 
of the Russian language on their faculties. There remains the possibility of including 
in the new agreement an arrangement whereby Soviet teachers can come to the United States 
for this purpose, salaries and living expenses to correspond to those of resident in- 
structors and professors. There is also the possibility that the Soviet universities 
may, in reciprocity, request academic teachers of English. Possible candidates should 
communicate with the East-West Contacts Staff of the Department. 

Since preliminary negotiations on the new agreement may take place this summer, pro- 
posals for exchanges, at least on a tentative basis, should be received by the Department 
by July l.

Allocation of Student Allocation of approximately $24.5 million for loans to 
Loan Funds Announced college students provided in the supplemental appropri- 

ation signed by President Eisenhower on May 20 has been 
officially announced by Commissioner of Education Lawrence G. Derthick. The new National 
Defense Education Act funds will go to colleges and universities in all 49 states, the 
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District of Columbia, Hawaii and Puerto Rico. Allocation of an initial appropri- 
ation of $6 million for the student loan program was announced last February 3. 


Since participating imstitutions are required to provide at least $1 for each 


$9 provided by the Federal Government, the $30.5 million in Federal funds will 


mean a total student loan fund of approximately $34 million for the first year of 
the Defense Education Act.
